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IQ MIKE" was the terror of his 
,little world. He ranged forth, 
followed by his faithful retain- 
ers, to do battle. In his lifetime 
he had done 'many- deeds of 


valor, and fought niany battles—but this 
was the crowning achievement of his brief 
arid stormy existence. Against him and his 
army were ranged a savage army of antag- 
onistic bacteria, and Big Mike, largest of the 
typhoid germs, and his typhoid army was 
preparing for the assault. It was another 
Verdun—although the .whole battlefield was 
only as big aa the very finest point of a 
needle—perhaps smaller. 


But under the microscope in the city bac- 


teriologist's office the army assumed a size. 
The onlooker, imagining himself as small as 
one of these millions of struggling, fighting 
germs, could well imagine himself on a bat- 
tlefield. The dead strfewed the gelatin field 
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whereon the battle was waged. Arid then • 
a drop pf alcohol wiped the whole war out of 
existence—and Dr. Musser shoved a new 
slide under the microscope. 


"Big Mike," as they nicknamed the largest 


germ on the slide, was a fine germ in his 
time, however. 
Her1 could be picked out on 


the slide anywhere, and he fought all 
enemies valiantly! He was an Alameda 
county product, fao^-he was taken off a 


sample sent to' the city bacteriologist's of- 
fice. The original of that sample has no Big 
Mike on it now, however. They all went, in 
an antiseptic spray, shortly after Big Mike 
and his retinue were located. 


One after another, all day long,' white- 


uniformed scientists at the bacteriologist's 
watch battfas more fierce than Verdun. One 
after another, they look through the magic 
glass at; fcenn colonies, atruggUng, whirling 


and fighting. .Germs-fall, and their places 
are taken by others, fresh for the fray, in ' 
the continual battle so small that the strong- 
est magnifying glasses can only give a vague 
idea of the intensity of these wars. And it 
is from these miniature wars that scientists 
ai-e learning to fight disease. 


A DREAD FIGHTER. 


The colon bacillus is seen in one culture— 


an ugly monster, under the glass, that physi- 
cians now say is probably the cause of old 
age. He looks it. He has not the refine- 
ment of Big Mike. But he has all the fight-. 
ing ability. 
Then there is Bacillus 'Bul- 


garicus. He is man's friend—and a fighter 
stronger than all the rest. 
The typhoid 


armies flee in terror before his onrush. 
Almost any of the bacilli in the collection- in 
the bacteriologist's office hesitate before 
doing battle with the Bulgarian Bacillus. 
That is why he is used in many diseases. 
Sour milk is admfnistered, after proper 
treatment, and the result is a-terrific battle 


within the great human universe in which 
the minute bacilli spend their lives. 
Here 


there are battles , after battles—and when 
Bacillus Bulgaricus routs his enemy—or de- 
vours him, rather.—for Bulgaricus shows no 
mercy—then the human universe the germs 
live in sits up, takes notice and some liquid 
nourishment, and announces that he is "get- 
ting well." 


The bacteriologist's office in the city hall 
is a weird collection of test tubes, micro- 
scopes, queer preparations and germ cul- 
tures, and samples of food, water, and other 
tests, under their antiseptic glass covers. 
Here the city bacteriologist decides what dis- 
eases are threatening the city. 
Working 


among his samples as the weather forecaster 
works among clouds and wind currents, he 
decides from one sample, perhaps, that there 
is.typhojd in this neighborhood—or danger 
of it—perhaps that a well must be cleaned 
somewhere, or a filter attended to. Pie may 
decide that there is streptococci in a milk 
sample or the dread T. B.—Tubercle Bacil- 
lus—deadliest of its kind. He finds all man- 
ner -of diphtheretic baciHi—for mpre than 
half bis work is examining the tests takea

With DiVN.'K; Foster at 
its head, the department that cares for,the 
health of the school children, has been grad- 
ually expanded with,the school system, arid 
handles its large' task'with a-'great degree 
of efficiency. The department is a small 
one in number of employees but large in the 
results accomplished. 


TESTING WATER. 


..The testing of the city's water supply'is0 
another important branch of the bacteriolo-" 
gist's office, A. well or a reservoir caji eas- 
ily become polluted—and no one would be 
the wiser but for the man with the micro-' 
scope. He finds the trouble, notifies the' 
water company or the well-owner, as the 
case may be, and the trouble, is quickly rem- 
edied. It is in the water supply that th« 
danger of typhoid often lurks. The water 
company and the bacteriologist are always 
working together to safeguard the city's 
supply from this peril, and seldom if ever is 
there any possible danger in Oakland, so 
well is the situation kept in, hand. Samples 
taken all the time are found to be clear—',, 
but the bacteriologist keep taking the sam- 
ples, anyhow, lest some trouble should turn' 
up. Forewarned is foreanned, when it cornea ' 
to germs. 


Meningitis, infantile paralysis, bubonic 


plague find hundreds of other diseases due 
to germs have their place-iu- the researches 
of the bacteriologist.

So-there aro at least several hundred employees 


there- out on tho plor from fi in the morning until 
midnight to handle the situation in various baggage 
and freight rooms in waiting and In eating rooms, 
In ticket offices and telegraph and Wolls-Fargo 
offices. 


But when Miss Potwln started sbo was far off In 


a- Httlo country town that hud never heard of Trav- 
elers' Aid Societies. Woman suffrage had not caused 
any riots but women might plunge into almost any 
activity they had designs upon. So the only woman 
Who Is tho head of, tho great company's ticket de- 
partment found it. 


There wero no psychologists then to direct tho 


young na to whera tholr unique talents lay, so you 
must ask how they happened to start, 


"How did I start?" repealed this tall, fine-looking 


person of white hair, of black clothed statellriess to 
her chin, and keen eyes behind her pince-nez. . "Why 
you see when I was a girl, living in the country, T 
had to prepare to do something for my living. Know- 
ing a telegrapher had interested me In the telegraph; 
HO I asked to ho admitted ta an offlco In Concord, 
when I found I could be, I went to Concord to live 
wKh my sister. 


"This telegrapher had the Western Union and the 


Wells-Forgo, and besides that he purchased gralji 
about tho country for a- largo company. So after I 
Knew tho ropes ho used to leave mo there in ohorgo 


'Of the place whilo he went on necessary trips. I 
learned tho telegraph, tho freight end, all ot It. 
Then, one day, over tho wire, I bocamo acquainted 
with, a Martinez ticket agent. 


"MITT" TICKET AGENT. 


" Tv"hy don't you learn this end ot it?' ho asked 


me. So he wrote to the superintendent, and I wrote 
to tho superintendent, asking permission to learil. 
Tho answer was a letter to the Martinez agent to 
let me study in his office. This superintendent was 
kind—and so willing to give mo a chance. So I got 
on tho stage and went down to Martinez. Within 
three weeks they sent for me—only three weeks 
after I had been there as a student—and they put 
mo »t Sixteenth-street station as relief ticket agent." 
' Sixteenth-street station was not the elaborate 
place of marble and stone, of tiles and brass and 
-lofty ceilings, of uniformed porters and iron gate- 
ways that it is today. It was a grayish wooden 
building looking out over that gray 
muddy bay, 


•Where chUl winds blew Inland. But Miss Potwln did

Economic Independence glorified everything else.

"It "was so exciting," Miss Potwln recollected, 


looking down at tho blotter-covered desk In her in- 
nor office. 
"Yot there was nothing to do all day 


long but watch continually. However, that watch 
was on from 12 o'clock at noon until 12 o'clock at 
midnight, whllo tlio agent for the other hours slept. 
When darkness foil, In every direction you could see 
littlo fires all over tho desert; there was no way you 
could look without seeing thomv An Indian camp 
was out there. All that Humboldt consisted of was 
tho eating house, tho section house and one or two 
such buildings," 


By G o'clock everybody In this, lively town had 


gone- to bed. Yot Nevada liaa gone down In history 
as a placo where ono gambled all night and shot up 
enemies and danced on tables! 


It was immensely lonely and the girl in charge of 


tho station used to pull-down the shades. But the 
shades wore ancient and full of enormous cracks 
through which poured tho ominous dark that might 
hold any mystery. From across tUo country came 
tho tramps, shuffling through to California by way 
of tho railroad. They would stop to peer through the 
windows and to shako tho locked doors. 


"I uaod to bo so scared that I could scarcely sen," 


she confided. "All alone In behind a wooden rail In 
thnt lingo bare room. Then the other agent told ma 
to pin papers over tho cracks and It was better. Fmt 
at midnight often packs of coyotes would coma over 
tho desert and howl out there on the station plat- 
form till I felt as though my hair'actually stood on 
end. I put iv dop In with mo after a while." 


As autumn came, tho poplar leaves fell from the 


tall trees and filled the little station yard till they 
wero several foot high—a rustling moss that no one 
ever cleared away. 


OXT/i* WANTED DOCTOR. 


Ono night, when she refused to let In a man who 


demanded entrance at the station door, she heard 
him wajk through tho 
leaves that 
rustled 
and 


around toward tho back 
door. Before she could 


reach It to lock H, ho was Inside—as frightened as 
she—asking her to send -for n doctor by wire, and to 
assist In officiating at the arrival of a new human 
spirit In Humboldt, Sho sent for the doctor, but all 
her experience aa a ticket agent, she admitted, did 
not fit her for any other office. 


It was not long after that, and a few years at the 


local stations, that she was placed, twenty-five years 
ago, down at the pier, where she presides today. 


Tho largest terminal In the world la outside of the 


Jurisdiction of tho cities. Onco a traveler could not 
put a handbag down and take his eyo off it -with- 
out finding himself minus baggage tho next Instant. 
Today there nro numbers of company police officers, 
both in. unlfrom and plain clothes, honeycombing 
the station. Others ride 
on the 
ferryboats, un- 


noticed by the passengers, but ready to make arrests 
and keep order. 


If tho police of Oakland or San Francisco arts 


watching to see that a certain murderer who hag 
slipped away from them does not escape, they no- 
tify tho Southern Pacific police to watch for him 
nnd mak« the arrent. A> for the Traveler*? Aid 


workers, who nre always there, Mlsa POtwin can . 
toll any number of stories of.,their accomplish- 
ments.

"You 
have no Idea of what good they do," she 


says. "Old ladles get off the trains without even 
addresses to Indicate where they aro to go. Their 
friends are not there to meet them; sometimes t^ey 
are without money.

sary, until they find where theS' belong? Theji I hava 
known another woman who Is Interested In this 
problem of caring for travelers to conie here late 
at night—-she mentioned the' nnme of a person "well 
known In social service work—and to take girls to 
their destinations way out in the bad part of San 
Francisco. Then she comes back on tho last boat." 


Nearly every day the Los Angeles sheriffs come 


up, bringing handcuffed men for San Qucntia and

'ticket agents' offices; mothers -with many babies aslc 
the maids, in the waiting room to hold the'smallest 
ones while they fasten 
up stray 
locka securely. 


Travelers rush over for luncheon In the eating- houso 
perch*d along the pier near the lapping water. , In 
one department goes on endless auditing- in Another 
the freight; Is being turned over,'trundled and sent 
on its -way; in another- little offlc&—where 
every 


other person Is .forbidden- to come —- works the 
despatcher, every sense concentrated oh the move- 
ment of the trains that there may not be a tragedy 
out on some .far line,'

arms, -or shoulders, he hns indelibly written their 
names, their regimental insignia and for decorative 
effect has sprinkled them with flying eagles and 
flags. So anyone can see that Just as all the other 
fine arts have flourished In and after wartime, Just 
so tattooing Is now having a glorious renaissance. 
Tho "Professor"' would

The "Professor" has a Bohemian studio. There 


In the window one may see his sign. 
If anyone 


wants his last will and testament securely-impigned 
on his shoulders and back, where It can't bo stolen 
or tampered with, or a parti-colored version of some 
Biblical themo like the Last Supper or the cruci- 
fixion pointe'd upon his chest, let him step in. The 
"Professor" 
has, done these things with neatness 


and despatch for others, and will bo glad to do 
them again—for a consideration. 


He was very willing to talk about his art, which 


he learned under some old masters in Belgium 
nearly a nuarter ot a century ago. 
One of the old 


masters was nnmed 
Rlley and he waa clever— 


probably tho greatest of the moderns, unless one 
considers Jim Wilson's technique as a trifle the 
finer. 
But Rlley had the spirit and tho power. 


Tho "Professor" was riding a bicycle three times 
'a day In a circtis when he first took up tattooing 
and entered tho artistic milieu of Riley and others. 
Somersaulting over a water gap, after a drop from 
the top of the big tent had begun to pall on the 
"Professor's" temperament. 


Ono day after having TUley do a. particularly fine

been artists In tattooing, and are most expert In 
tho manufacture of colors. 
The "Professor" says 


the best colors he ever had he picked xip in SInga-x 
pore, where he had a contest with a tawny Asiatic 
aboard a Junk, both, for speed and repertoire. The 
"Professor" had the greatest number of designs, 
having- studied with Rlley nnd traveled far, but 
the Junk man—or rather the man on tho Junk— 
could beat chained lightning at tattooing a dragon. 
He was a minute and forty-one seconds ahead of 
the "Professor."

Anyway, the "Professor" waa given some fine 


vermillions there, which he later used to excellent 
effect on a young officer in a Scottish regiment.

The ticket agent today has a peculiar function. At. 


the Mole there are entirely separate organizations 
for the electric and main lines. Each has its sepa- 
rate superintendent and assistant superintendent;

The electric lines—In case it slips your mem- 
ory—are the trains that run-out to Berkeley, to Oak- 
land, to AJameda, to Elmhurst and all the local sta- 
tion.

and the spirit of adventure. 


To the ticket agent's window com* tho people who 


must cross the continent immediately to catch a 
boat for-South Africa next Friday at 4:15, or who 
want all manner of private cars, or who must know 
how to interpret the time table. Three clerks do 
such things under Miss Potwln's direction, but there 
is much more than" this to the ticket agent's work 
today, she' will tell you.

At that 
time vacant lots and very little else greeted the eye 
of pioneers in the district surrounding his home. 
Wulff built his house and built his garden t"o order. 


All his life he has been interested and closely 


associated with flora of both Europe and America. 
Hie father, grandfather and other relatives further 
back spent their lives in the g/eat forestry and agri- 
cultural service of Germany. 
Their interest In 


flowers formed their, recreation from the sterner 
work in the government service. 


Today new varieties of dahlias have resulted from 


those activities of recreation in the Wulff 'family 
long generations ago. 
The Oakland resident has 


worked and Investigated and revamped his com- 
binations until he believes he has attained some- 
thing out of the beaten way. But it was the great 
gift of heredity which gave to him that ability to 
see into the future—-to have patience—to see with 
the eye of genius great worth rising from repeated 
failure.

William Wulff, as he prefers to be called, haa 


been working for a period embracing ten 'years on 
the present dahlias. He has a'white,' elght-petaled 
star dahlia, which he believes is new to the flower. 
He has succeeded In doxibling that number of petals 
with a yellow tinge. The -white-petaled flower is 
known ns the Hoop City, which Is the other name 
for Marysville, WuKf'a former home. The yellow 
eisteen-petaled dahlia is known as the W. T. Ellis, 
.named so after Marysville's mayor. 


A small eight-petaled dahlia of another variety 


and size is known as the Sheriff Charles-McCoy, 
named after the peace offiicer of Butte county. It 
resembles a policeman's star, after a fashion, and 
Wulf&s friendship with McCoy preceded the christen- 
ing. This', variety Is of a white background with 
blue fields traced on It. 
.. • 


Two large red dahlia varieties, growing from the 


same plant/are called "Oakland." One flower is a. 
double-sized dahlia—the other is single-sized. Both 
are very healthy 'flowers and do not suffer from 
their birth on the same stem. Other dahlia varieties 
of more commonplace mien are Included In the list 


The fact still .remains :that Wulff has evolved - 


something entirely new In dahlias. He has not ex- 
hibited in recent dahlia shows because of the ex- 
treme sun heat in his Fruityale garden, which 
ruined the flowers he was ready to pick for exhibi- 
tion purposes. But the exhibiting fever has not 
reached Herr Wulff to any great extent. He Is con- 
tent to just grow his flowers, experimenting and 
painting new designs on old backgrounds. 


His Interest In other kinds of flowers Is marked." 


Not only is his rose grafting of excellent worth, but 
his labor on , certain table vegetables promises to 
develop Into big things. His garden appears to be 
one of a generation's work rather than the three 
years' actual time spent. Red, white and blue 
fiowers'along his sidewalk show that his allegiance 
is all with the United States—and the Kingdom of 
Flora.

II.—THOMAS CORWIN

N ' THE YEAR 1850 Ohio was repre- 
sented in the National Senate by two 
men who would havq commanded at- 
tention in any legislative body in the 
world — Salmon Portland Chase and 


Thomas Corwln. Senator Chase was a New Eng- 
lander by birth, and was thon—as ever—a man of 
fine intellect arid fine presence. Tall, erect, admir- 
ably proportioned, of dignified manner, he was wor- 
thy of a place in a Senate which included Clay, 
Webster and Benton among its leaders. ' By natur« . 
Chase was a proud as Caesar s.nd as ambitious, but 
his keen sense of Justice had led him to espouse 
the cause of the poor and the slave, and so thie peo- . 
pie of Ohio sent him to Washington as a champion 
of that party which demanded ''free speech, free isall, 
and free men." 
An aristocrat compelled by con- 


science to fight the battles of the common people, 
he received their,.homage—not their love. 


This they gave freely, without'measure,' and, per-', 


haps, sometimes beyond reason to the colleague of 
Senator Chase—-Tom Corwin,' always Tom Corwln. 
The idol of the people, for. a score of years, Corwlh 
was. the most popular of northern statesmen. -Long 
ago Don Piatt 'wrofe -of Corwlh: "bear old master 
of human'emotion who could sway the crowd from 
tears, to laughter and from laughter back to team,. 
who—take him for all in all—was the greatest man 
Ohio ever'put to the front, and yet is 'passing1' from 
history in a way to mako those grieve who loved and, 
revsred[him in life. The memory his genius claims 
is not for him."

Thei ccrnmi.Hslon, however, has reopened

EFFORTS WEK£ MADE TO .STOP 
HUGHES' VISIT, IS DISCLOSED 
IV rt 


\ 


AN FRANCISCO, Nov. 18.— 
Now that it.is beyond ques- 
tion that California is the 
pivotal State,' discussion is 
varied and extensive as to 
how it happened and what 
might have been. Any one of 
several campaign things that 
might have been done, or that 
were done and might not 
have been • done, it is now 
argued, would have changed 


the result. Some of these, as they are recounted, 
are problematic, and, some are reasonable, Much of 
the discussion centers on the tour of the State by 
Hughes. The concensus of opinion is that this tour 
figures large in the result. The discussions that 
have been going on as to responsibility for Cali- 
fornia's antic have disclosed the .fact that it was 
foreseen by several eminent Republicans, con- 
cerned in the general party-success rather than fac- 
tional advantage, that there was danger in Hughes 
coming to California at the time he did come. Tele- 
grams were sent Chairman Willcox to that effect. 
It was explained that a primary election impended, 
involving the nomination of candidates for Sena- 
tor, that there was factional strife over it, and 
that the presence of the presidential candidate would 
be untimely because of his probable inability to steer 
a rigidly impartial course. These telegrams were 
signed by men who were prominent in party affairs, 
both State and national. The Hughes visit turned 
out as was foreseen. 
It is questionable, with the 


tour persisted in at that time, whether"any course 
of action different from that which followed would 
have changed the result. It has not, I believe, be- 
fore been made public that there was a foreboding 
of untoward results from the Hughes tour, and a 
considerable effort made to delay his coming at 
least until after the primary election. 
Rowell Goes East 


The controversy as to who did it (referring to the 


election result) has taken on an .acrimonious turn 
that would not seem to be warranted in a matter 
that is a thing of the past. , Certain features of the 
campaign in California were suggestive of prelimi- 
naries of the campaign of 1920. In the introduc- 
tions of. the Governor on the stump, for instance, 
he was frequently introduced not only as the can- 
didate for United States Senator, but as a presiden- 
tial probability later on. There was a variant, to 
the effect that what Hughes had been to New York 
Johnson is to California. Such allusions were fre- 
quent enough to establish that the idea was well 
fixed in connection with the Governor's candidacy 
for Senator that the presidency was the ultimate 
goal. The accompanying campaign publicity man 
never failed to get them into his reports. 
Since 


the election the East is uncomfortably inquisitive 
as to what was the matter. "So much BO that it ai>- 
pears to be feared the achievements of 1916 will 
prove a handicap to 1920. To allay this and explain 
at short range Chester Rowell has undertaken a 
political pilgrimage to the East. He is expected to 
tell just how, it was—how impossible it was for the 
party control here, with a state overwhelmingly Re- 
publican, and the party organization entirely in the - 
hands of himself and the Governor, to prevent a ma- 
jority of some five thousand' for the Democratic 
candidate for President, while the Governor, as the 
Republican candidate for Senator, received a ma- 
jority of over two hundred thousand. 
Crocker's and Johnson's Precincts 


The question of who lost California is becoming 


a Cock Robin story, but some things that may be 
deduced from the returns are interesting as to the 
controversy, and ought' to throw some light. At 


• least, they should go some way in determining the 


good faith of some who have been rather reckless- 
ly accused. Take, for instance, the comparative 
vote for Hughes and Johnson in Mr. Crocker's Hills- 
boro precinct. 
Hughes received. 131 and, Johnson 


122, showing a fair adherence to party lines. In 
Johnson's precinct, the Fourteenth, of the Fifty- 
second district, the vote stood: Hughes 97, Johnson 
154, a wide discrepancy. Assuming that both Mr. 
HugKes and Governor Johnson are influential in 
their home baliwicks—that their neighbors have 
that certain respect for them that is shown by. 
voting their way—it must be concluded that Mr. 
Crocker has the beat of the argument when it 
comes to analyzing the vote in their respective pre-, 
clncts. 
Hegira of the Brigade 


The journeying east of four,prominent members 


of the federal brigade has caused speculation and 
comment. Various reasons are assigned for the 
hegira. It is known that the time approaches for 
parceling out the jobs again. It is realized that the 
Democracy of California has attained a very differ- 
ent status from that of four years ago. Then it 
was, a faint voice in a wilderness. Most of the Dem- 
ocrats of the State had got in wrong hi sending a 
pledged delegation to the national convention in 
favor of Champ Clark. Wherefore, Wilson being 
nominated and elected, the offices were parcelled 
out among the players of long shots, or among those 
who had the good fortune to have friends up .near 


t the throne. .But now the party has carried the 


State, being very much rejuvenated, and there is a 
clamor that the favors shall be distributed more in 
accordance - with political usage, and among those 
who are of account to the party. And as it is 
pretty well understood that some who got their 
jobs on a fluke are on the eastern hike, the interest 
is intense as to what is likely to happen. J. 0, 
Davis got his job as Collector of the Port through 
having been chairman of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee. It will be rem'embered there was a 
struggle over this. Charley Fay had covetuous eves 
upon it. Phelan, not then Senator, backed Fay. 
Secretary Bryan, from the vantage ground of a cab- 
inet position, backed Davis. Davis won. But now 
Bryan is out of the cabinet and Phelan is Senator. 
Which, makes' a very, very different situation. 
Barry came into his job as Naval Officer throusrh a 
nure fluke. He wag in Alaska at the time, anri Val 
McCIatchv ar>d somp others couldn't sen an v thin" 
the matter with jrrabbin<? off. the plum for "Jim.". 


But Barry's Star had, time out of mind, jabbed 
Phelan. It's pet allusion to /Phelan was "Little 
Jim." And it was always after Charley Fay. For 
years and years it couldn't see anything to admire 
in Fay. Hence Phelan was not violently enthusiastic 
over the appointment of Barry. But. as this also 
happened before the party rejuvenation and the 
donning of the toga by Phelan, it had to be-put up 
with. Internal Revenue Collector Scott got!, in 
through being the Secretary of the State Central 
Committee, and stayed in by showing form and go- 
ing to Washington to tell just how things were go- 
ing at the custom house. Justus Wardell achieved 
the job of Surveyor of *the Port through beinc: a 
protege of Phelan. His was the lone vote for Phe- 
lan once upon a time when the legislature elected 
Senators. 
How They Got in 


Frank Gould got his place as Surveyor-General 


through Gavin McNab. There is soreness about that, 
as hallmarked Democrats are wont to remember 
that Gould performed for years as a Republican. 
United States District Attorney Preston got his 
job without the assistance of any California pull 
and in spite of all California influence for other as- 
pirants. The then Attorney-General, McReynolds, 
had been a towny. But McReynolds is now on the 
supreme bench and other influences are in control. 
It is readily seen how so many things are different. 
Before the clamor of the army of party men who 
helped <and have legitimate claims, those who fell 
into their fat berths by fortuitous circumstances 
v 
and do not £ome up to the standard of political 
stature may* well be worried. While there are 
members of the brigade who are perceptibly per- 
turbed, there are others who are complacently saw- 
ing wood. Sub-Treasurer McGee is seldom or never 
heard from. He has Gavin McNab behind him*, 
Mint Superintendent Shanahan is not apparently 
worrying. Appraiser Leak was a Wilson man when it 
seemed almost ridiculous,, so pronounced was the 
California sentiment for Champ Clark. He is one 
of those who wouldn't-vote-for-a-Republican-if-he- 
was-my-father Democrats. He is believed to.be 
impregnable. 
Marshal Oulahan is not showing 


fear. But there is a scare and a feeling that some 
of the brigade are in a way to get left. There is a 
report that the administration' has the purpose to 
wipe off the slate. Also an intent on retrenchment, , 
and to that end will" seek to abolish some of the of- 
fices that are a sort of vermiform appendix upon 
the service. The uselessne'ss of the 'naval office 
has been discussed for' fifty years, and the status 
of the surveyor of the port is something in the 
same category. 
The effort has been made under 


several Republican administrations to combine the 
functions of the Register and Receiver in the land 
offices, eliminating one of them, but anybody who 
really supposes that any job is to be eliminated 
now. after all these hungry years, doesn't get a real 
good hold of the tenseness of the situation. ' If 
there Was nothing to. fear but abolishing his job 
through what he will :regard as a ridiculous sense 
.of .economy, no . member of the federal brigade 
would need to lose a wink of sleep. 
Reform in Police Courts 


The initiative measure of the Chamber of Com- 


merce to make police judges appointive and to insti- 
tute reforms in the police courts, was rejected by a 
decided vote at the recent election, but it served to 
draw attention to this branch of the judiciary in 
such a way that the magistrates of their own. mo- 
tion _are proposing reforms somewhat beyond those 
which the initiative proposed. Anybody who has 
visited a police court when it was in session must 
have realized the unspeakableness of its proceed- 
ings arid surroundings. "Justice" is administered 


'there in a shockingly undignified, haphazard and 


lackadaisical manner. The hangers-on and "cap- 
pers" are legion, and have more of a hand in what 
is going on than even appearances indicate. It is 
notorious that men wax rich out of the misfortunes 
of the poor wretches who, in one way and another, 
find their 'way to the "city's petty courts. The re- 
forms proposed by the Chamber of Commerce went 
to the bottom of but few of these. That the magis- 
trates knew so much better than -the chamber what 
was amiss that should be corrected is shown by 
changes which they now voluntarily propose. These 
'include a night court, in which nocturnal misde- 
meanants will have an immediate chance for their 
liberty ; the opening of the courts at 9 a. m. instead 
of 10 and any hour thereafter that may suit ; after- 
noon, sessions for the dispatch of business that may 
come .up after. the noon hour, which has been the 
time for this court to shut up ; one department alone 
to deal with women, with seemly court arrange- 
ments ; the corridors to be kept clear of hangers-on, 
"eappers" and idle persons generally; better disci- 
pline and decorum. If ..these reforms are honestly 
enforced it is at once realized that a standing dis- 
grace as to San Francisco's petty courts will be in 
considerable 'measure corrected. 
The corrective 


comes in a most salutary way, too. Less was de- 
manded in an initiative which was submitted to the 
people, which they rejected seemingly because it 
involved a surrender of an elective franchise; but 
the magistrates themselves sensed public opinion 
and yielded of their own motion. 
Dr. Aked Not Reinstated 


Dr. Aked has not succeeded in regaining the pul- 


pit of the First Congregational Church as its pastor, 
but he has probably succeeded in disintegrating the 
congregation. More than a majority are in favor 
of putting him back. When they voted on it 290 
ballots, were cast, 164 of which were in favor of 
Aked. But the rules are the same as those prevail- 
ing at national Democratic conventions — two-thirds 
are necessary to a choice. 
A second ballot was 


less favorable 
than the first. 
It 
could not 


•be possible, in an organization where a majority is 
in favor of an action that a minority is able to 
thwart, that things should go on amicably there- 
after: So the spectacle is afforded of withdrawals 
from membership, and the prospects are that a new 
organization of disaffected -churchmen will result, 
with Aked triumphantly leading the way therein. 
In profane parlance, he is a "rustler," and will be 
in his element as the head of a new church, wherein 
will worship many, if not the most, of those who 
formerlv attended the stately First Congregational, 
This" edifice, . bv the way. owes its existence to Dr. 


Aked's activity and persuasive powers. He had not 
been in its pulpit long at all till he undertook the 
rebuilding of the church, which was carried through 
with a celerity and thoroughness not generally char- 
acteristic of such enterprises. 
Bourke Cockran Coming 
, 


Some curiosity was aroused by the announcement 


that Bourke Cockran had been retained in behalf of 
Mooney, charged with dynamite offenses—with re- 
sponsibility for the awful affair of Preparedness 
Day. The curiosity was chiefly as to who took 
such interest in the case and had money which he • 
was willing to invest in it in that way. Some facts 
that seem to have a bearing may be stated. A short 
tsme ago Editor Berkman of the "Blast" departed 
for the east. Not. long after Editor Berkman's ar- 
rival in New York the announcement was made that 
Cockran had been retained. The fact tHat a very 
rich San Franciscan was in the east at the, time 
cannot be definitely said to have been anything 
more than a coincidence, Fetching Cockran here to 
defend Billings has been likened to taking Delmas 
east to defend Thaw. It will be remembered that 
Delmas' most notable achievement in that connec- 
tion was the coining of the expression, "brain- 
storm." Cockran's reputation' was acquired more 
from his oratorical aptitude than from his solid 
qualities as an attorney. In the class of cases where 
a sob appeal to .juries is the most important mat- 
ter he has on occasion been effective, though he 
failed to save Lieutenant Becker from the "chair." 


v But as an orator-pure arid simple, he may find it 


difficult to impress San Francisco. It is a sophisti- 
cated city. It has heard and had great orators of 
its own. Away back from the days of Senator E. 
D. Baker it has never been without one. The first 
visit of Chauncey Depew, which was made when he 
was in. the effulgence of his fame, is remem- 
bered in this connection. 
The east expected us to 


be overawed when he turned on his eloquence; but 
on that occasion—a'dinner at which the wits and 
intellectual notables. of the town assembled—there 
were two home-grown orators who rather dimmed 
the light of New York's luminary. They were Col- 
onel W. H. L. Barnes and Colonel Horace Platt. 
President Urged to Come West 


On Wednesday there was published a despatch 


.from Washington .to the effect that President Wil- 
son is being strongly advised to make a western 
trip. It is being urged, so the despatch goes on, by 
many who think he should make acknowledgment 
of the support which the western States, and espe- 
cially California, gave him. This is in accord with 
something that Dudley Field Malone expressed the 
other night at the St. Francis. Malone had been in 
California off and on as the personal representa- 
tive of the President, and naturally was' rather 
jubilant over the way ia which things had turned 
out. He said that-he should certainly advise the 
President to make California a visit; that the State 
had been so loyal that it should be recognized in 
this direct way. He did not apparently realize what 
a curious position such a pilgrimage would place 
the President in. During the year 1915, when the 
most wonderful world exposition ever known was 
running here arid the President was importuned 
time and again to come, he turned a deaf ear. Iri 
the recent campaign, when he was again invited 
and expected, and when, it was at one time appar- 
ently arranged that he should make the trip, he 
again failed us. The failure this year might not 
be held as making a vital difference, but-that he 
failed to come last year might be remembered, as 
the excuse that state matters chained him to the 
capital proved to be hardly the jreal reason.' 
Me Adoo Here 


The fact that while members .of the brigade have 


gone east at what appears to" be a psychological 
time, Secretary McAdoo has come west, superficial- 
ly appears to indicate that there' has been a miscal- 
culation; but very wise "ones are concluding that it 
indicates just the reverse. CoHectqr of Internal 
Revenue Scott is not among those making the trip 
to the political Mecca. He is known to be persona 
grata to the administration. Neither are several 
others who have not had the spotlight turned on ' 
them and who have seemed to get along'smoothly 
at the custom house. There are some who have al- 
ways been in hot water, and it is significant that 
at least one of these is riot here to meet the secre- 
tary. The avowed object of the pilgrimage'of the 
brigade east is to attend a convention of customs 
officials, to be held in New York. Like all such 
convocations, this is probably a perfunctory gather- 
ing, such as those accredited to take part in do not 
cross the country to attend unless there are other 
errands of really greater moment. Washington is 
just a slight side trip from New York, and the oc- 
casion'is op-nortune to go to the capital, and even to 
the White House, and make a .personal representa- 
tion. It is of course rather overt to thus attempt a 
point over the head of the son-in-law and powerful 
secretary who has enjoyed such a free rein in ad- 
ministration affairs, but it is worth trying, and 
really is about all that remains if a "wiping out of 
the slate" impends.

Southern Pacific Building 


At least five thousand people stop every day to 


watch the great pile drivers snort and hammer 
away, sinking the piles that are designed to make 
the foundation for the mammoth Southern Pacific 
Company building on lower Market street. 
The 


site has heretofore been piled, having borne mas- 
sive structure?!, but these are disregarded, and a 
total of twenty-four hundred new ones are being 
driven. There are to be twenty-four hundred of 
these piles driven. Each is 115 feet long, sym- 
metrical and tapered. They are of Oregon pine. 
The average length of a pile for use in this sort of 
work is ninety feet. 
These piles cost 22 cents a 


foot, or about $25 each, aside from the cost of driv- 
ing A simple sum will demonstrate that a fortune 
will have-been spent in establishing stability before 
a start on the building proper can be made. It has 
been noticed that the blows of the mighty steam 
hammers sometimes make hardly any impression. 
This is when the pile binds in a cluster of old piles. 
Solid ground is always reached by the time the pile 
is driven to the hilt. The Buckley building, which 
was at the corner of Beale and Market, has boon 
moved to its new location, which is 240 feet to the

teen Protestant Episcopal bishops, have 'signed an appeal 


for the relief of the Nestorian Christians in 
Kurdistan. 


1 hese Christians of Asia have met the same fate as did 
the Armenians, and at the hands of the same people — the 
Moslem Turks and Kurds. 
They are starving in tempo- 


rary camps in the desert fringes, whither they have been 
driven by their predatory enemies. 


More than passing interest attaches to this appeal for 


contributions. 
The Nestorians have been persecuted many 


times during the past centuries, but the present 'is the first 
lime aid has been offered them from other Christian lands. 
Produced out of bitter controversy and conflict the Nestori- 
nns have had a particularly hard time in pursuing 'their gen- 
tle ways among the non-Christian tribes and nations of 
Asia. 
Their history comprises one of the most stirring 


dramas of civilization and theology. 


Nestorius, the founder of this sect, was the bishop of 


Antioch during the Byzantine kingdom and attempted to 
distinguish between the divine and human nature of Christ; 
he considered that they had become too much confounded 
and that "The God" ought to be kept separate from "The 
Man." 
Called by the Emperor. Theodosius the Younger. 


to the episcopate of Constantinople in A. D. 427, he was 
quickly plunged into heated discussions by the intrigue of 
a disappointed faction. 
Cyril of Alexander espoused the 


cause of the opposition. The controversy between the two 
bishops, Cyri! of Alexandria and Nestorius of Constanti- 
nople, was referred to Rome and resulted in the Council 
of Ephesus in 43 1 . The Doctrine of Nestorius 
nounced a heresy and the prelate was banished from Con- 
stantinople into Assyria. 


1 he Nestorian Doctrine was by rapid strides dissemi-

In the election of four years ago 


there were cast 15,036,542 ballots for 
531 presidential electors. That means 
an average of 28,222 votes for each 
elector. 
Each 
elector 
represented 


28,222 citizens. Each citizen's ballot, 
therefore, 
was equal 
to 1-28,222nd 


part of an electoral vote. 
But that 


average, was 
midway 
between far 


separated extremes. 
Thus in Cali- 


fornia each 
electer represented no 


fewer than 51.S09 voters, while in 
South Carolina each -represented only 
5694 -voters. 
The California elector 


represented more than ten times as 
many as the South Carolina elector 
Thus the 
California 
citizen's ballot 


was equal to only l-51,S09th of an 
electoral vote, while the South Caro- 
llnan's was equal to l-5594th ot one 
The South Carolinian had teri times 


the voting- power of the Californian. 


Applying the same figures to the 


election of this year, what do we 
find? In nine states which voted for 
Hughes the number of voters to each 
elector ranged from 80,560 to 43,631. 
while In nine which voted'for Wilson 
it ranged 
from 
5594 
to 11,414. 


Hughes receives 188 electoral votes, 
every one of which represents more 
than ~30,000 voters, -while Wilson re- 
ceives 111 votes, every one of which 
represents fewer than 16.000. 
Tho 


lowest number of voters to one elector 
in any Hughes state is 15,579, while 
there are 
eleven Wilson states in 


which that number Is below 15,000. 


Massachusetts is pretty nearly an. 


average state. 
In 1912 each of its 


electors represented 27,114 voters. It 
was manifestly unjust that, on tho 
one hand, each Massachusetts voter 
should 
have 2.9 times 
the voting 


power of his fellow-citizens of Cali- 
fornia, and, on the other, only one- 
fifth the voting power of his fellow- 
citizen 
of 
South 
Carolina. 
Exact 


equality is, of course, not to be at- 
tained. 
But'most of.these gross in- 


equalities could and should be cor- 
rected. 
Some 
of them could not. ' 


Thus In the three states which this 
year voted for Hughes In which the 
ratio of voters to electors was lowest 
•—Rhode Island, Vermont and Dela- 
ware—a low 'ratio la necessitated by 
the 
constitutional 
provision 
which 


gives to each state, even the smallest, 
at least three electors. ' But that con- 
dition applies to only three of the 
twelve states which have still lower 
ratios. 
Delaware, with only 48,694 


^voters, has three electors, or ono to 
16,231, because the constitution com- 
pels it. But there is no constitutional 
compulsion 
which 
requires 
South 


Carolina, with only 50,348 voters, to 
have nine electors, or one to only 
B594. 
So Nevada, with only 20,115 


voters, must have three electors,'but 
that does not justify Mississippi, with 
64,313 voters, in having ten electors. 


No matter which party It Hurts, 


there should be a correction of this 
injustice. It is a fine thing to enforce 
the principle "one man, one vote," 
though unhappily there are now many 
men with no votes. It is an equally 
fine and essential thing, to enforce 
the principle; "one vote, one value."— 
Boston Transcript.

In amount of building1. Broadway has

Ban Pablo, Grove .and Telegraph are all 
important fadla.1 .arteries, but, all com- 
bined, do not show as much building aa 
Broadway alone. 


The reasons for the growth In upper 


Broadway reveal themselves very clearly 
upon analysis.

When HI3 battalion had conquered tho 
trench It waa full of German dead. Tho 
German counter-attacked so fiercely and 
repeatedly that there waa neither tho 
time to bury the dead Gormanihior con- 
"Btruct a new trench. So they Just piled 
earth In on top of them and continued 
using the eamo trench. 


FUNERAL LATER. 


Ho hoped eventually, when they had 


driven tho Germans farther on, that It 
would bo possible to dig tho bodies out 
and glvo them tho military funeral be- 
fitting men who hod fallen before HIB 
command. 
As wo passed along tho trench the com- 


mandant fipoke to every one of his ool- 
diers. This In Itself was neither now nor 
etrange to me. French officers always 
speak to all of their men In the trenches. 
In fact, tho spirit and. sentiment existing 
between French officers and their men 
Is one of the most beautiful things in tho 
world. It Is ono of the very few bright 
spots in the whole war. 
This commandant addressed his men by 


their nicknames. When he cracked a Joke 
at them they cracked one back at him, 
and then the commandant passed on 
along tho trench, rollicking with laughter 
while the men remained at 
tho posts 


cheered up for whole days of fighting to 
come. 
As wo puassed along the trench we 


camo repeatedly to certain spots, where, 
owing to the nature of the trench or 
ground, wo were momentarily exposed to 
tho enemy's observation fire. By some 
uncanny instinct; the dog always 
those particular spots In which to run 
ahead, and OB tho trench was too narrow 
for him to pass on the aide, ho always 
started working his way through his manT 
tor's logs, which Invariably 
forced 
the 


commandant to stop In full view of the 
enemy until tho dog passed.
